identity of the counterfeiters. The lat­ 
ter are regarded as highly efficient in 
their illicit 
work for many 
of tbo 
ordinary tests for spurious silver dol­ 
lars fail to detect the bad coin. 
For 
example the counterfeit dollars “ring" 
as true as good dollars and they do 
not 
have the greasy 
surface 
that 
most counterfeit dollars possess.
